THIS book was originally prepared, by re- 
quest, for the Chapel of Harvard Univer- 
sity, where it is now in use. It has been revised 
and enlarged, in the hope that it may supply a 
real need in the religious services of other col- 
leges and schools, and of churches which desire 
to make the responsive reading of Scripture a 
brief, simple, and profitable part of Common 
Worship. 

The selections have been made and arranged 
with the following objects in view : To give a 
wider range to the service by including appro- 
priate passages for antiphonal reading from all 
parts of the Bible ; to omit the imprecatory 
Psalms; to make each selection complete in 
itself, with a central thought, and not to attempt 
a mosaic of disconnected passages ; to divide 
the verses only when it helps to make the mean- 
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ing clear and to keep the portion read by the 
people from being too long ; to vary the length 
of the selections so that it may be easy to find 
one to fit a short service when necessary ; and 
to arrange the readings in relation to the great 
truths of religion, so that they may be instruc- 
tive and helpful to faith and life. 

The Lord's Prayer, The Apostles* Creed, 
and the Ten Commandments have been in- 
cluded in the book ; a response to be sung after 
the Commandments, and a doxology for use at 
the close of the Responsive Readings, have 
been added for those who may wish to have 
these forms of worship in a single volume. It is 
sent forth with the sincere petition that the 
Holy Spirit of liberty and order may make it of 
service

The Gospel of Peace,

For there is no difference between the 
Jew and the Greek : for the same Lord 
over all is rich unto all that call upon 
him. 

^ For whosoever shall call upon the 
name of the Lord shall be saved. 

How then shall they call on him in 
whom they have not believed } and how 
shall they believe in him of whom they

The Law of The Spirit, 

THERE is therefore now no condem- 
nation to them which are in Christ 
Jesus, who walk not after the flesh, but 
after the Spirit. 

^ For the law of the Spirit of life in 
Christ Jesus hath made me free from the 
law of sin and death. 

For what the law could not do, in that 
it was weak through the flesh, God send- 
ing his own Son in the likeness of sinful 
flesh, and for sin, condemned sin in the 
flesh : 

►tThat the righteousness of the 4aw 
might be fulfilled in us, who walk not after 
the flesh, but after the Spirit. 

For they that are after the flesh do mind 
the things of the flesh ; but they that are 
after the Spirit the things of the Spirit. 

^ For to be carnally minded is death ; but 
to be spiritually minded is life and peace. 

Because the carnal mind is enmity 
against God : for it is not subject to the law 
of God, neither indeed can be. 
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4< So then they that are in the flesh 
cannot please God. 

But ye are not in the flesh, but in the 
Spirit, if so be that the Spirit of God dwell 
in you.

^ Let love be without dissimulation.

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Rejoicing in hope; patient in tribula- 
tion ; continuing instant in "prayer ;

Bless them which persecute you : bless, 
and curse not. 

^^ Rejoice with them that do rejoice, and 
weep with them that weep. 

Be of the same mind one toward another. 
Mind not high things, but condescend to 
men of low estate. Be not wise in your 
own conceits. 

^^ Recompense to no man evil for evil. 
Provide things honest in the sight of all 
men. 

If it be possible, as much as lieth in you, 
live peaceably with all men. 

^^ Dearly beloved, avenge not yourselves, 
but rather give place unto wrath : for it is 
^ written. Vengeance is mine ; I will repay, 
saith the Lord. 

Therefore if thine enemy hunger, feed 
him ; if he thirst, give him drink : for in so 
doing thou shalt heap coals of fire on his 
head. 

^^ Be not overcome of evil, but overcome

Jews and Greeks, Christ the power of 
God, and the wisdom of God. 

Because -the foolishness of God is wiser 
than men ; 

Hh And the weakness of God is stronger 
than men. 

For ye see your calling, brethren, how 
that not many wise men after the flesh, 
not many mighty, not many noble, are 
called: 

^^ But God hath chosen the foolish 
things of the world to confound the wise ; 
and God hath chosen the weak things of 
the world to confound the things which 
are mighty; 

And base things of the world, and things 
which are despised, hath God chosen, yea, 
and things which are not, to bring to 
nought things that are : 

^That no flesh should glory in his 
presence.

And hereby we do know that we know 
him, if we keep his commandments. 

^^ He that saith, I know him, and keep- 
eth not his commandments, is a liar, and 
the truth is not in him. 

But whoso keepeth his word, in him 
verily is the love of God perfected:

^ He that saith he abideth in him, 
ought himself also so to walk, even as he 
walked. 

Brethren, I write no new commandment 
unto you, but an old commandment which 
ye had from the beginning :

^^Who was faithful to him that ap- 
pointed him, as also Moses was faithful 
in all his house. 
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For this man was counted worthy of 
more glory than Moses, inasmuch as he 
who hath builded the house, hath more 
honour than the house.

4<When Christ, wAo is our life, shall 
appear, then shall ye also appear with him 
in glory. 

Mortify therefore your members which 
are upon the earth ; fornication, uncleanness, 
inordinate affection, evil concupiscence, and 
covetousness, which is idolatry : 

^ For which things* sake the wrath of 
God Cometh on the children of disobedi- 
ence: 

In the which ye also walked sometime, 
when ye lived in them. 

^ But now ye also put off all these ;

Lie not one to another, seeing that ye 
have put off the old man with his deeds ; 

*b And have put on the new man, which 
is renewed in knowledge after the image 
of him that created him :

^ But Christ is all, and in all. 

Put on therefore, as the elect of God,

against any : even as Christ forgave you, 
so also do ye.

Know ye not, that so many of us as were 
baptized into Jesus Christ were baptized 
into his death ? 

^^ Therefore we are buried with him by 
baptism into death : 

That like as Christ was raised up from 
the dead by the glory of the Father, 
even so we also should walk in newness 
of life. 

>t For if we have been planted together 
in the likeness of his death, we shall be 
also in the likeness of his resurrection : 

Knowing this, that our old man is cruci- 
fied with him^ that the body of sin might 
be destroyed, that henceforth we should 
not serve sin. 

^ For he that is dead is freed from sin. 
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Now if we be dead with Christ, we be- 
lieve that we shall also live with him : 

"^ Knowing that Christ being raised from 
the dead dieth no more; death hath no 
more dominion over him. 

For in that he died, he died unto sin 
once : but in that he liveth, he liveth unto 
God. 

Romans vi. i-io. 
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A Lively Hope, 

BLESSED be the God and Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, which accord- 
ing to his abundant mercy hath begotten 
us again into a lively hope by the resur- 
rection of Jesus Christ from the dead, 

*To an inheritance incorruptible, and 
undefiled, and that fadeth not away, re- 
served in heaven for you. 

Who are kept by the power of God 
through faith unto salvation ready to be 
revealed in the last time. 

^ Wherein ye greatly rejoice, though 
now for a season, if need be, ye are in 
heaviness through manifold temptations : 
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That the trial of your faith, being much 
more precious than of gold that perisheth, 
though it be tried with fire, might be found 
unto praise and honour and glory at the 
appearing of Jesus Christ :

NOW this I say, brethren, that flesh 
and blood cannot inherit the king- 
dom of God ; neither doth corruption in- 
herit incorruption. 

^ Behold, I shew you a mystery ; We 
shall not all sleep, but we shall all be 
changed. 
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In a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, 
at the last trump : for the trumpet shall 
sound, and the dead shall be raised incor- 
ruptible, and we shall be changed. 

Hh For this corruptible must put on incor- 
ruption, and this mortal mtist put on im- 
mortality. 

So when this corruptible shall have put 
on incorruption, and this mortal shall have 
put on immortality, then shall be brought 
to pass the saying that is written. Death is 
swallowed up in victory. 

»t O death, where is thy sting ? O grave, 
where is thy victory ?

If so be that being clothed we shall not 
be found naked. 

^^ For we that are in this tabernacle do 
groan, being burdened : 

Not for that we would be unclothed, but 
clothed upon, that mortality might be 
swallowed up of life. 

^ Now he that hath wrought us for the 
selfsame thing is God, who also hath given 
unto us the earnest of the Spirit. 

Therefore we are always confident, 
knowing that, whilst we are at home in the 
body, we are absent from the Lord : 

^ (For we walk by faith, not by sight :) 
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We are confident, / say^ and willing 
rather to be absent from the body, and to 
be present with the Lord. 

4^ Wherefore we labour, that, whether 
present or absent, we may be accepted of 
him.

4^ And I heard a great voice out of 
heaven, saying, Behold, the tabernacle of 
God is with men, and he will dwell with 
them, and they shall be his people, and 
God himself shall be with them, and be 
their God.
